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The Legislators Taken Com- 
pletely by Surprise. 


MR. RANDALL NOT SATISFIED WITH IT 


General Discontent With the Bill and the 
Conviction That It Will Not Pass 
the Lower House. 


WasHinctox, March 1.—[Special.]—The 
tariff bill, which was sprung upon the public 
today, has naturally been the chief topic of 
conversation in political circles all day and 
night. When saying it is a surprise to almost 
every one, with the exception of the members 
of the ways and means committee, is putting 
it mildly. Instead of framing. a bill upon 
which the democratic party could harmonize, 


. it has had the effect to widen the breach, and 
widen it into an utter impossibility for the two. 


wings to fit together. 
RANDALL’S POSITION. 

Mr. Randall and his followers will no more 
support the bill than would Mr. Cleveland 
veto it, were it toreach him as a legislative 
act. In fact, there are few, outside of the 
ways and means committee, who approve of 
the biil. 

Mr. Randall was seen’ tonight by the corres- 
pondent of THz ConstTITUTION, and in reply to 
the inquiry as to what he thought of the bill 
gaid: 

“The bill is unsatisfactory. It does not in- 
clude internal revenue taxation, and cuts 
deeply at many American industries.”’ 

Mr. Foran, an Ohio demorrat, said the bil! 
was dead, that it already emits an unpleasant 
oder. The wool men of Ohio, and all the dem- 
ocrats from that state are pledged to protect 
the wool industry, and are loud in their oppo- 
sition to the bill. The entire Louisiana dele- 
gation, with the possible exception of Newton, 
are a3 loud in their denunciations of the bill as 
it is possible to be, and properly observe the 
rules of equity, governing the house. It is 
doubtful if there can be found a single repub- 
lican in the house, except, perhaps, Nelson, of 
Minnesota, who will support it. 

NO REGARD TO INDUSTRIES, 

The bill is looked upon as anything but a 
courageous measure, and framed without the 
least possible regard to any industries, unless 
itis where Scott, of Pennsylvania, or Wilson, 
of West Virginia, members of the committce, 
favor constituents whoare interested. It is re- 
garded as a bill as violent in its thrust at Ameri- 
can industries as was the Morrison bill in the 
last congress. The attitude of the republicans 
will be that of obstructionists. The republican 
members of the ways and means committee 
say they have not conferred with any of the 
manufacturers interested, and that no voice 
was given them in the formation of the bill. 

DOOMED TO DEFEAT. 

From the general sentiment expressed to- 
might thereis no possible hope of the bill’s 
passage. It is already dead, and hundreds of 
democrats fully realize it. They go further on 
and say thatif it should become a law it would 
knock the democratic party and Mr. Cleve- 
land higher thanjGilderoy’s kite. In order to 
pass a tariff bill at all the present one will 

have to be so modified that the framers of the 
one put out today will not recognize it. 

The ways and means committee have not 
yet determined whether they will add to the 
tariff bill the proposition to repeal the internel 
revenue tax on tobacco, cigarettes, and 
cheroots, or whether they will report a special 
bill for this purpose. 

Judge Stewart said he thought the bill 
should pass, and sees nothing to warrant the 
democrats from. not voting for it. 

“Yos,”’ he continued, ‘‘I will support it.’’ 

Mr. Candler is not particularly pleased with 
the cut that is made in marble. 

Mr. Turner says it’s not the kind of a bill 
he would like to have seen, but it is the best 
that can be done at present. 

Mr. Elliott, of South Carolina, is happy 
over it, as it does not disturb the rice industry 
as much as he feared it would. He thinks the 
eleven per cent reduction on rice can be borne 
without injury, though, in fact, he thinks in 
justice it should be protected by a bounty, 
when considering the trials and vicissitudes of 
those engaged in its culture. 

The California delegation, of which there 
are three democrats, say that California will 
gorepublican by fifty thousand majority, if 
auch a tariff bill was to pass. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

Mr. Clements today reported adversely upon 
the bill to prescribe a: certain term of ofiico 
under the civil service act. He also reported 
adversely upon the bill giving consuls, survey- 
ors, appraisers, collectors of customs, internal 
revenue collectors, marshals and district attor- 
neys terms of four years. 

Judge Stewart’s bill appropriating $125,000 
for the Atlanta public building, was favorably 
reported today by the committee on public 
buildings. E. W. B. 

What Congressmen Say. 

Wasnincton, March. 1.—[{Special.]—The 
following are expressions of opinion on the 
tariff bill: 

CHAIRMAN MILLS, 

of jthe ways and means committee: ‘We pre- 
pared the bill with a great deal of thought and 
labor. Hardly expect to please everybody, but 
Wwe consulted the interests of the many rather 
than the few. We have arranged an extensive 
free list, which will accomplish a total reduc- 
tion of $22,000,000 without seriously disturbing 
any important industries of the country. The 
next largest reduction is probably made upon 
Woolens andraw wool. This is likely to aggre- 
gate at least $12,000,000. Here is where we 
are very apt to excite the strongest opposition 
that the bill will have to face. Even my own 
people are difficult to convince on the subject. 
They fear that the wool grower is menaced by 
the reduction we propose to effect. Iam con- 
fident the cut made in sugar will have the 
Wholesome effect of breaking the sugar trust, 
As yet we have made no provision’for a reduc- 
tion of the internal revenue faxes. 
rate measure will be introduced to cover this 
department of the subject. 


“While I cannot sayjexactlyfwhat course will 


be followed by the committee in formulating 
this bill, I do not think that any one desires 
to touch the whisky tax. As to the prospect 
of the passage of the bill I hope we shall be 
Successful, The bill will doubtless reach the 
house in the course of two weeks. It will 

ave early consideration. I am not greatly 
disturbed by thé criticisms that have been 
mace upon our course in keeping the provis- 
ions of the pill a secret from the republican 
members of the committee. , We certainly had 
nothing to expect from them in the way of as- 
sistance.”

MR. BRECKENRIDGE, OF KENTUCKY: 

‘“We have tried to remove every obstruction 
in the way of our manufacturers competing 
with the foreign producer of the same class of 
goods. The administrative features of the 
bill have been drawn with a view of putting a 
stop to undervaluations and frauds of every 
cescription, to the end that we may give the 
honest manufueturer the protection of a just 
aw and provisions for a careful collection of 
duties, 

MR. M’MILLAN, OF TENNESSEE, 
said: ‘Our effort in the bill has been to so re- 
duce the duties as to leave this amount with 
the people instead of locking it up in the treas- 
ury and keeping it out of the channels of com- 
merce. I think the bill will be favorably re- 
ceived by the masses of the people when they 
fully understand it, and that it will give gen- 
eral satisfaction. We cannot hope to please 
every one, but I believe the majority 
will be satisfied when the bill will be 
reported to the house, and the exact course 
that will be pursued when it gets there 
and things that have not yet been determined 
upon, but will be in a few days. What chance 
the bill stands of being passed by the house, I 
cannot tell, but I think the men who take 
the life out of the bill are not going to get po- 
litical immortality for themselves.’’ 
REPUBLICAN OPINION, 

Here is what the republicans say: 

' Reedof Maine: “Speaking in a general way, 
the first thing that strikes any intelligent man 
is that it is absolutely a political bill. There 
is not the faintest trace of encomic principle 
which runs through it. Hardly even a pre- 
tense of that is left. It is also by necessity 
sectional in the extreme. A few 
pet manufacturers have been consulted, a few 
democratic inembers have been seen, but the 
great industrial interests of the country have 
been left in the dark. The treatment which 
the minority have received is utterly unprece- 
derited in the history of the country.” 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, said: ‘*The free 
list is greater than in the Morrison bill; in fact 
the entire bill is more pernicious than that 
measure. As far as my own state is concerned 
it annihilates our leading industries. Jf the 
‘bill becomes a law there is nothing left our 
people to do but fish. 

‘*In my opinion there is no chance for the bill 
to pass as it stands. The bill I regard as a po- 
litical and not an economic measure, and it is 
plain to see that it was framed with special 
reference to controlling the electoral votes of 
certain states this fali.’’ 

MR. RANDALL TALKS. 

Mr. Randall told the correspondent that he 
had not yet read -the bill, and therefore de- 
clined to pass an opinion upon its merits. 
Notwithstanding Mr. Randall’s brief remarks 
on the floor of the house yesterday; itanay as 
well be understood now asinthe future that 
Mr Randall has no} idea of standing with the 
members of the ways and means committee, 
and supporting the present tariff bill or any- 
thing like it. Mr. Randall’s idea of tariff ro- 
form is to take off about $60,000,000 
of the internal revenue taxes 
and place about $10,000,000 on 
dutable articles in the free list. Todo this he 
would abolish the tobacco tax and reduce the 
tax on whisky to 50 cents. 

Senators Beck, Blackburn, Kenna, Voorhees 
and Turpie said they had not hadtime to go 
through the entire bill, but that from what 
they had read they regarded it asa very wise 
and exceedingly conservative document, and 
they believed if the bill passed the house it 
had a good show to get through the senate. 

The bill will be discussed in committe for 
two or three weeks, and it will likely be the 
first of April before the house goes into a com- 
mittee of the whole for its consideration. 

The republicans claim confidently that they 
can not only defeat the measure finally, but 
that they can prevent even its consideration if 
they desire. They connt with them Mr, Ran- 
dall and nineteen of his followers. 


A HERALD OPINION, 


Which is Decidedly in Favor of*the Bill as 
Reported. 

New York, March 2.—[Special.]—The 
Herald editorial on the tariff bill says: 

‘Ifthe bill becomes a law, it will secure a great 
boom by steady uninterference with industry, of 
many of the great branches of manufacturing in 
this country, by enabling minufacturers to export 
the surplus, and prevent glutsin the home market 
which have been so injurious to workmen, and will, 
at the same time, revive our foreign commerce. 
With free raw materials, the duties on manufactur- 
ers can be covered without injury, émployes or 
workmen of manufacturers will find the actual pro- 
tection for them greater than they now enjoy. Itis 
not a free trade measure. On the contrary, no free 
trader can examine, without strongly disapproving 
very many of its provisions, It is a measure of tariff 
revision, made strictly from a protectionist stand- 
point. There is nota section or clause in it which 
does not show the influence of protectionist opin- 
ion or protectionist information upon those who 
frame it.’’

THE “THREE SIXES.” 


Calis Out the New York Fire 
Department. 


A MILLION DOLLAR CONFLAGRATION. 


Hard Work of the Firemen to Check the 
Flames—Seven-Story Buildings De- 
stroyed— The Losses, Etc. 

New York, March 1.—The big furniture fac- 
tory of Pottier & Stymus,at Forty-second street 
and Lexington avenue,‘caught fire ata quarter 
to one o’clock today and was destroyed with 
other buildings adjoining. The losses approach 
a million dollars. A rough estimate puts them 
as follows: Pottier & Stymus, $175,000; Pow- 
ell, Weedman & Smith, $200,000. The build- 
ings, property of the Goelet estate, $250,000; 


_W.H. Estell, furniture maker and decorator, 


a tenant in the cabinet factory buildings, $50,- 
000; Armstrong & Carpenter, $20,000. The 
fire taxed all the resources of the department. 

It took the firemen three hours to get the 
fire under control. Of the entire block bound- 
ed by Third and Lexington avenues, 
Forty-first and Forty-second -streets, there 
remains standing only a_ short row of 
houses on Third avenue. Pottier & Stymus’s 
building covered the entire frontage on Lex- 
ington avenue between Forty-first and Forty- 
second streets, 250 feet, and extended back to- 
ward Third avenue about 300 feet on each 
street. It was a seven story building of brick 
and brown stone. It was owned by Pottier & 
Stymus, furniture manufacturers. Recently 
the firm retired from the business and was suc- 
ceeded. by the Pottier and Stymus company, 
which took possession of the building today to 
carry on the manufacture of furniture, ‘The 
company occupied all of the building on the 
ening ton avenue front, except the third 
which was occupied by W. H. 

manufacturer of furniture and 
decorations. A large wing or. building on 
Forty-second street was occupi by Powell, 
Weindman & Smith, cigar manutacturers.

The fire broke out in the northwest corner of 


the Pottier & Stymus building,and owing to the 
inflammable nature of the materials it con- 
tained, the flames ran through ‘the building 
almost like an electric flash and burst into the 
cigar factory, where 350 men were eating their 
luncheon. The men dashed down the broad 
stairs barely in time to escape from the flames 
that almost instantly seized the entire build- 


ing. 

Shen the firémen arrived they saw what a 
formidable fire they had to cope with and 
Second Assistant Chief McCabe without a 
moment’s hesitation sent ant the ‘three 
sixes’ alagm, bringing to the scene twenty-one 
engine companies, eight hook and ladder com- 
— and a water tower. The police also 
iastened to the spot and there were soon 250 
policemen stationed in the adjoining streets, 
keeping back the crowds that flocked to the 
fire. In twenty-eight minutes from the time 
the fire was discovered the wall of Prottier & 
Stymus’s building, on Forty-second street, fell 
in, and next fell the walls on Lexington ave- 
nue. 

Houses on the opposite sides of the street, 
on all sides of the square, were badly blistered 
and lost-all glass from the doors and windows, 
aud the entire front of the Vanderbilt hotel, 
corner of Forty-second sjreet and Lexington 
avenue, was on fire several times, but none of 
these buildings suffered beyond external dam- 
age. The immense Manhattan storage ware- 
house was cracked and bDlistered, but it was 
kept drenched with water and saved. On the 
northeast corner of Forty-second street and 
Lexington avenue is the hospital for the 


. ruptured and crippled, in which were one hun- 


dred or more crippled children. Streams of 
water were sieved on its walls, and in this 
way only was it saved. This is_ the 
hospital in which so many mysterious fires 
occurred a few weeks ago, which 
were started by a little girl patient. The roof 
cornice of St. Agnes’ Roman Catholic church, 
on Forty-third street, a block away, caught 
fire, but one engine soon extinguished it. As- 
sistant Chief McCabe, who today sent out the 
‘three six’’ alarm, was dismissed from the fire 
department over two years ago for sending out 
the same alarm'at what he deemed a danger- 
ous firein Harlem. He wasrecently reinstated 
by the courts, and received his full salary for 
the entire time that he was suspended. 
Following is a partial list of the losses and 
insurances: Pottier and Stymus company, 
building and stock, $200,000, insurance $100,- 
000; W. H. Estell, furniture, stock, loss $30,- 
000, insurance $5,000; Powell, Weidman & 
Smith, cigars, loss $150,000, insurance un- 
known; Heiss & Truey, marble cutters, who 
occupied the basement beneath the cigar fac- 
tory, loss $26,000, insurance unknown; the 
building south of Pottier & Stymus’s building 
on Fourth street, owned by Robert and 
Ogden Goelet, loss $30,000, covered by 
insurance. This building was occupied by 
Sargent & Co., manufacturers of foldin 
chairs, William Armstrong, carpenter ant 
builder, and John Lockner, designer. Their 
losses and insurance are unknown. Other 
losses make a formidable list, as the block was 
very long and thickly peopled. The greater 
part of it was used for business purposes. 
BURNED TO DEATH. 
Five Children Cremated Near Greenville, 
South Carolina. 
GREENVILLE, S. C., March 1,—[Special.]— 
A most terrible burning occurred near Dean’s 
crossing, about five miles from this city, about 
8 o’clock last night. Robert Perry and his 
wife, two respectable colored people, and their 
children, left their homes to visit William 
Williams, a neighbor. After being at Wil- 
liams’s house fora short time the children, 
accompanied by Joe Williams, went home to 
build afire. Aftera short time an alarm of 
fire was given. Perry and his wife ran to their 
home and found only the burning embers and 
the charred remains of the children. The 
names and ages of the children are as follows: 
James Perry, nine years; Leila Perry, seven 
years; Guines Perry, four year,; Alex Perry, 
two years; Joe Williams, three years. It is 
supposed that after building the fire the chil- 
dren fell asleep and were not able to escape 
the terrible destruction. The coroner’s in- 
quest was held this afternoon. The jury re- 
turned a verdict in accordance with the above 
facts.

A FALL OF FIFTY FEET. 


Terrible Accident to a Westbound Train in 
Western Texas. 


San AntTOonNIO, Tex., March 1.—[Special.]— 
At 11 o’clock this morning the Southern Pa- 
cific fast train No. 22, westbound, running at a 
high speed, struck the bridge over the Condo 
creek, in Medina county, eighty miles west of 
San Antonio. The structure was apparently all 
night, but as the engine reached the further 
end the timbers gaye way, and the remainder 
of the train, consisting of a heavy loaded 
freight car and the caboose, went down, crush- 
ing into the creck. As the Spanish name 
‘‘Condo”’ implies,it is deep, in-fact the deepest 
in western Texas. The cars fell fully fifty feet 
before they struck botton and were shivered 
into splinters.

NEWSPAPER MEN FIGHT. 


A Tragedy on the Streets of Culpepper Court- 
house, Va. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va., March 1.—A special to 
the Gazette from Cul pepper courthouse says:

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GLADSTONE'S HONESTY. 


He Compliments the Work of Chamberlain 
on the Treaty. 

Lonpon, March 1.—Earl Stanhope, secre- 

tary for war, has issued a memorandum tela- 
tive to army matters and to the report of the 
committee he appointed to consider the con- 
dition for defense of the military and mercan- 
tile ports of the kingdom. He admits that 
after a careful inquiry it has been ascertained 
that deficiencies exist in the defenses of Ports- 
mouth, Plymouth and the Thames, which ren- 
der England’s position dangerously insecare. 
This condition ot affairs, he says, is mainly 
due, not to the mis-spending of credits, but 
to the rapid inarease of the offensive 
power of other nations. Stanhope proposes 
that active méasures ‘be immediately passed, 
by parliament in order to remedy this weak- 
ness. He further states that the system of 
organization recently prevailimg in the war 
otlice appears to him singularly ill calculated 
to promote a comprehensive and critical ex- 
amination of the whole subject. He explains 
the various reforms that have already been 
made or are meditated, " 
. The Standard in an article praising Stan- 
hope’s cOurage, urges the government to give 
up their pretended policy of eeonomy and ask 
parliament for money that is really indispen- 
sible for the due protection of the enipire. 

The Times commends Stanhope’s vigor, 
which, it says, promises the dawn of a new 
era of busineas-tike efficiency in the war office. 

Lord Charles Berseford made a statement to- 
day before a meeting composed of members of 
parliament who are connected with the mili- 
tary and naval services, in regard to his reasons 
for resigning the office of junior lord of the 
admiraity. Afterhearing his views on the 
mal-administration of the navy, the meeting 
adopted a resolution demanding that the gov- 
ernment appoint a commission to inquire into 
the condition of that branch of the service. 

When the credit for 6,500 pounds for mis- 
sions abroad came up for consideration in the 
house of commons, this evening, Labouchere, 
radical, moved a reduction of the cost of the 
Chamberlain mission. He said that the fishery 
negotiations coald have been carried on by 
Minister West, without Chamberlain, and that 
the cost of the mission, averageing 30 pounds 
daily,fwas far too much, 

Sir James Ferguson, underforeign secretary, 
replied that those acquainted with the usual 
expenses of special missions would consider 
the sum moderate. No previous mission of a 
like magnitude had ever been covered by a 
likesum. Mr. Chamberlain had stipulated that 
his expenses should be kept within the nar- 
rowest possible limits. Special missions were 
resorted to only after negotiations through or- 
dinary channels had been without result. The 
fisheries question had recently threatened 
complications to avertgwhich the government 
thought a special effort was required, All 
parties had met with a sincere desire to effect 
a settlement dnd they had succeeded. If 
there was any delay or difficulty in the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty a modus vivendi would be 
arranged under which the treaty would come 
at once into operation and continue two years 
during which he hoped the treaty would be 
ratified. 

Mr. Gladstone said there could be no doubt 
that when governments elected Mr. Chamber- 
lain they selected a man of very eminent abil- 
ities and competency to deal with the question. 


When Mr. Chamberlain accepted the mission | 


he did what the country recognized as an act 
of public duty and spirit, and without the 
smallest disparagenient of the abilities and ex- 
nerience of Minister West, he (Gladstone) con- 
sidered that he was a special envoy to repre- 
sent Gréat.

WILSON’S SENTENCE, 


Grevy’s Son-in-Law Convicted and Receivesa 
Heavy Sentence. 


Paris, March 1.—M. Wilson, son-in-law of 
ex-President Grevy, who has been on trial for 
complicity inthe legion of honor decoration 
ioadhate, eke been convicted. He was sen- 
tenced to two years imprisonment, to pay a 
fine of 3,000 francs, and to be deprived of his 
civil rights for five years. The sentence is 
generally approved here. 

The National says the sentence is severe, but 
just. Other papers concur in this view. 

Three others charged with similar offenses, 
were sentenced as follows :§Ribeaudeau, eight 
month’s imprisonment; Dubreuil, four months, 
and Herbert one month. Madame Ratazzi was 
acquitted. The reasons assigned for judg- 
ments were given at great length. In setting 
forth the considerations upon which the sen- 
tences are based, the judge referred to the of- 
fenses of which the prisoners had been guilty 
in the severest terms. He particularly de- 
nounced the actions of Wilson. who he de- 
clared had offended against public morality 
and conscience. |

A LUST CHILD. 


A Strange Story Told From 
Mount Alto. 


A Hunter Runs Upon a Wild Child, Which 
Escapes Him and Eludes 
Further Search.

The mysterious appearance of a lost child in 
the cliffs around Mount Alto, about six miles 
down the Coosa river, near the Rixey farm, is 
creating considerable excitement in that 
neighborhood.

But 
the astonishment of the hunter can be better 
imagined than described when he discovered 
that the dog had at bay a small boy on a ciiff 
of a rock just above. The boy was ap- 
parently about ten years old, and 
rather small forhis age. His clothes were 
ragged and torn. and the bottom part of his 
breeches were frayed into shreds around his 
ankles. He wore no hat nor coat, and his 
once white shirt was dirty and split in the 
back and front. His sleeves were almost torn 
into ribbons, leaving his arms exposed. When 
Mr. Price began talking to him the little fel- 
low began crying, and would not answer the 
question asked as to who he was or where he 
lived. The child soon began climbing up the 
rocks and disappeared in the direction of Cedar 
Cliffs. As soon as possible, Mr. Price tried to 
ascend the precipitous side of the mountain to 
follow the boy. The houud tracked the lost 
child for some distance, but could not. follow 
the trail after reaching Cedar Cliffs. The 
search was continued for some time, but never 
a vestige of a trace could be found, from which 
it seems that the boy was well acquainted 
with his haunts. Mr. Price lives on the Rixey 
farm, but neither himself or any other man in 
the neighborhood, who are accustomed to hunt 
squirrels and turkeys onthe range of moun- 
tains, have ever seen or known of the child.

And yet, 
no typ2 or shadow, by saint or sage, offer to the 
contemplative miud, a picture half so suggestive as 
that given by a total eciipse of the sun of tnatawful 
day for which all other days were made. - In this 
temporary suspension of the source ot light and heat 
nature herself seemed to stand a shast, as though en- 
veloped in an untimely and disastrous twilight she 
could not-comprehend. In the solemn stillness, and 
adding, if possible, to the surrounding gloom, the 
plaintive lowing of kine in the distant meadows was 
porne tipon the ear, while the birds of the air, in 
their fright and bewilderment, fell flutter. 
ing and tremulous at the feet of the 
lords of creation, as if seeking sympa- 
thy and protection at the hands of their ancient 
enemies, I ca‘ not now recall the exact duration 
of the eclipse of ’63, but I shall never forget the 
thrilling acclaim of delight that broke from the lips 
ot assembled thousands. It was at the instant 
when the sun was just emerging from its pall-like 
shadow, shot earthward likea glittering lance, its 
first bright beam of golden light and the glad world 
was again awake to sunshine, life and beauty, as if 
startled out of some protracted dream of dread and 
horror. Such, in brief, isa vague description of a 
total eclipse of heaven’s centralorb, when occur- 
ring under every circums‘ance fayorable for human 
observa@on.

Hewas convicted last May of 
arson ‘The house was a small tenement in the 
country. The evidence on which MeCarthe 
was convicted was purely circumstantial. 
Commutation was granted tnpon the recom- 
mendation of the solicitor and of persons who 
heard the trial. 

Day before yesterday, Neal Jeffreys, col- 
ored, of Leckvill, Chatham counfy, was 
drowned while on his way to his fish traps in 
Deep river. He had a fit and fell in the stream, 
in the presence of his children, who were 
standing on the bank, but cou'd give no aid. 

Captain Smith, of the schooner Mattie 
E. Hills, arrived at Newbern this morning and 
reports that that vessel which was on her way 
from Baltimore to Wilmington, N. C., with’a 
cargo of lime, struck on Gull shoal,in Pamlico 
sound, and filled with water. The crew re- 
mained in the eabin all night, in intense cold 
and suffered greatly. The cargo is a total loss. 
There is no light at Guil shoals, which is re- 
ported as very dangerous to navigation. Cape 
Fear river is at flood in many stations. The 
low lands are covered, much drift coming 
down stream and it requires constant effort to 
save the bridges and trestle work. 

It is now pretty definitely under- 
stood that W. x Anderson, 
one of the famous Mitchell county 
murderers, is in hiding in Madison county, 
being carefully concealed by relatives there. 
His wife has gone there. The family of Ray

From Opposite Standpoints. 

In arecent address at Indianapolis, Dr. 
W. Hy Thomas, an eminent physician, took 
the position that it was no more rational or 
just to fine and punish a man for drunken- 
ness than for insanity. He recommended 
the establishment of inebriate asylums to be 
supported by the taxes paid by the saloons. 

The views of Dr. Thomas are held by a 
large number of good people, but, on the 
other hand, there are many, equally good 
and wise, who willindorse the following re- 
marks made by the venerable Cassius M. 
Clay before the alumni meeting of Yale 
university: 

Drunkenness, like other crimes, must be pun- 
ished by fine, imprisonment, exile and death, if 
need be, , 

There appears to be no chance of a com- 
promise between views so opposed to each 
other. Dr. Thomas regards the drunkard 
as the victim of the saloon keeper, and he 
would make a pet of the former and worry 
the latter with the terrors of the law. 

Against this position Mr. Clay 
these points: 

But sum;tuary laws are forbidden by all the 
wisest apothegms of the greatest thinkers. The 
world is governed too much, Power is always 
stealing from the many tothe few. Temperance, 
like all the virtues, comes best by moval rule and 
suasion. The church, the Sunday school, the fami- 
ly, the common school, musi teach temperance. 
But it is ilogical to punish one for what another 
does. Stimulants are the good giftsof Deity; as 
medicines they stand against all the other thousand 
drugs of the shop. I will not by my own consent yield 
up the rightto use but not abusethem. Poverty 
makes more drunkards than whisky. The aboli- 
tion of saloons is a question of expediency only. 

With public opinion divided in this way, 
for these two men represent two large 
classes of good citizens, it will be seen that 
the settlement of the drink problem is very 
far off. ‘Those who agree with Mr. Clay 
will call Dr. Thomas a weak sentimentalist, 
while the other side will say that Mr. Clay 
is unjust and cruel. The chasm between 
the two parties is so wide that it is impossi- 
ble for them to shake hands over it.

Wanting the Women to Vote. 

The prohibition question has assumed a 
very novel shape in Massachusetts, which 
has brought about considerable bad feeling 
between the republican and prohibition 
members of the legislature of that state. 

A bill was introduced some time ago in 
this legislature giving the right to women 
to vote on the question of license or no 
license for the sale of liquors. The repub- 
licans are decidedly in a majority, and only 
a short while ago the senate, by a vote of 
twenty-five to eight, engrossed the resolve 
for the prohibitory amendment, ‘the republi- 
cans voting solidly in the affirmative. As 
the republicans are in a majority by three 
to one, in this branch of the legislature, it 
was thought that there would be no trouble 
in passing a bill to permit women to vote on 
the license question, and consequently the 
prohibitionists lost no time in introdue- 
ing such a bill and pushing it to an early 
vote. Much to their astonishment, it re- 
ceived nineteen votes against it to eighteen 
for it; enough republicans voting against it 
to insure its defeat. Among the republicans 
who voted against it seven were pronounced 
prohibitionists, and the fact that they voted 
against the proposed measur@ has_ brought 
on them the bitter denunciation of the pro- 
hibitionists, who claim that if they had 
voted forthe measure there would have 
been no trouble in securing prohibition 
throughout the. state. Even the Boston 
Herald, usually calm and dispassionate in 
its discussion of political affairs, denounces 
the seven republicans who voted against the 
measure as treacherous supporters of the 
temperance cause, and commends them to 
the notice of the prohibition party as being 
‘‘unwilling to give women a chance to make 
prohibition a local fact.” 

The result of the vote has been to stil] 
further separate the prohibitionists and the 
republicans, and to convice the former that 
the latter’s pretended friendship and sup- 
port of the prohibition cause has been but 
a scheme to hold the vote and influence of 
the prohibition party. The prohibitionists 
in that state have about lost faith in the 
republicans, and will hereafter work in 
their own interests, with individual politi- 
cal organization and action.

_ To the Editor of the Press: On my return

In my last communication to you 1 
gave you a brief recital of facts touching elections 
in Georgia, where an effort was made to defeat ex- 
Governor Brown because he had favored the ac- 
ceptance of the republican scheme of southern re- 
construction. There was in those eleetions a heated 
contest, but there has never been an allegation of 
votes being suppressed or the ballot boxes being 
tampered with. In those elections the liberal and 
prozressive elements outvoted the bourbons, as they 
always will when there is no outside interference to 
excite local prejudice. 

Ifit weretrue that any republican—colored or 
whiet—vote was su n a congressional elec- 
tion, the defeated candidate has his remedy before 
congtess, If such suppression occurs in state or lo» 
eal elections,the voter has his remedy in the U nited 
States eourts in his district, Has not the republican 
party, therefore, done its whole duty with regard to 
this issue? - 

It is unreasonable for me now to insist that this 
is no longer an issue for national platforms or for 
national politics. This is my view ot it, but you say 
“the republican party made the negroes voters, and 
it is the bounden duty of that party to see that they 
are not defrauded out of the franchise.’ And this 
you point to as th: vital, living new issue for the 
coming campaign. Granted. But let us consider 
how the party can best secure that result. The 
republican party made the negroes voters 
twenty years ago, or rather, the party invited 
us in the south to accept them as voters or take 
something worse. It is strange that this enfran- 
chisement of the negro excited violence, when the 
prejudices of the times and the fears of social dis- 
orders were inflamed by skillful politicians under 
the head of the president of the United States? Did 
the republican party, having a two-thirds majority 
in congress, maintain the majesty of their law, or 
sustain its negro enframchisemeut by the impeach- 
ment ofa president who denounced its policy and 
defied itslaw? Did not this failure of a republican 
congress to maintain itsown policy send those of us 
in the south who had accepted it, on a “‘fool’s er- 
rand?” Isitnot fair for me to now ask you what 
has the republican party ever accomplished, in con- 
gress or out of it, to protect the negro franchise, ex- 
cept the am2-ndments to the constitution ? 

Do you believe that the party can do for the ne- 
gro hereafter in the way of direct protection for his 
yvote—ifsuch protection were needed—that which 
it bas utterly failed to do in the past? Is there any- 
thing in such an issue at this time except an effort 
to ‘fire the northern heart’ by a renewal of sec- 
tional prejudices? 

In my opinion, Mr, Editor, yon are too late for 
this, The creat masses of the people have outgrown 
it, and a whole§zeneration of voters have come to 
the franchise to whom the war and iis issues are 
only history. No, Mr, Editor, the only help that 
has come or can come from the party to the negro 
with relation to his political status south was when 
the party abandoned al further efforts beyond the 
amendments to the constitutiou. Relieved from 
the prejudice which arose from the belief that his 
political action was controlled by alien influences,the 
colored voter has become an important element in 
our local contests, and his influence and his vote is 
politely solicited. There may have been those who 
had discernment enough to realize that this aban- 
donment of impotent efforts was in the highest 
sense promotive of absolute- protection to the color- 
ed voter by building up a local sentiment of fair- 
ness totake the place of unreasoning prejudice. 
This has certainly been and is the result, and on all 
our Jocal questions the colored vote holds the bal- 
ance of power in the ballot box. The same will be 
true as to national quest:onsin the future if econ- 
omic and industrial issues are presented. Tuere is 
no “shot gun.’’ Hot lunches and spring carriages 
are at the service of the colored voter. This is bet- 
ter ‘‘protection’’ than any special legislation can 
command, and it hascome because the party aban- 
doned that issue. 

In the presence of this reality I plead for such ac- 
tion by the republican party in the coming national 
conveution as will make this abandonment of the 
negro issue perpetual.

THE CHINESE TREATY. 


The Senate Passes Mr. Sherman’s Resolu- 
tion—Th Dependent Pension Bill. 


Wasuincron, March 1.—In the senate, the 
credentials of Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, for the 
senatorial term beginning the 4th of March, 
1889, were presented by the presiding officer 
and placed on file. 

The . resolution reported yesterday by Mr. 
Sherman requesting the president to negoti- 
ate a treaty with the emperor of China, to con- 
tain a provision that no Chinese laborer shall 
enter. the United States, was taken up, dis- 
cussed and adopted. 

The pension bill was taken up, the pending 
question being on the amendment offered yes- 
terday Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, to add the 
words “‘from imfirmities of age.’’ 

Mr. Beck said that he understood the mean- 
ing of the amendment to be that every one 
who served in the late war or inthe war 
with Mexico, or in any Indian war, and who 
was suffering under the _ ‘“‘infirmities 
of age’ would be entitled to a pen- 
sion of $12 a month. He supposed that 
every man over fifty or sixty years of age 
would consider himself as suffering under the 
infirmities of age, could the senator from 
Iowa, or any other senator, guess how much 
money that amendment, if adopted, would take 
out of the treasury? He ventured to assert 
that five hundred millions would not half 
cover the amount of the expenditure under it. 
There was no use, he said, in talking of the 
surplus in the treasury.. This bill would set- 
tle that for‘all time to come. The moment 
congres undertook to pension all men who be- 
came old, the country would be bankrupted, 
unless taxes were doubled, trebled and quad- 
rupled. The protected robber baron monopo- 
lists could not have drawn a bill in their own 
interest more adroitly than this bill was drawn.

DECLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


The Colored University of Alabama Wil!) Not 
Ma terialize. 

MonTGomERY, Ala., Marche 1.—[Special.]- 
The colored university of Alabama, recently 
located in Montgomery, received a black eye 
from the supreme court today. The last ven- 
eral assembly passed an act in February, 1887, 
appropriating ten thousand dollars fur the 
purpose of erecting the university, and also the 
sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars 
annually for the support and maintenance of 
the institutition, the money to be taken from 
that part of the general school fund set apart 
for the education of negroes. 

Last summer W. E. Ellsbury and others, as 
citizens and tax payers, filed a bill in the city 
court praying for an injunction against the 
governor, state treasurer and board of trustees, 
to enjoin them from using the money appro- 
priated on the ground that the locating of the 
university here was unlawful and contrary to 
the wishes of the citizens. The bill was dis- 
missed in the city court and the complainants 
then took an appeal to the supreme court. 

The decision, which has been awaited with 

general interest, was rendered today, Justice 
Clapton delivering the opinion in the case. 
The opinion holds that the act making the 
appropriation is unconstitutional because 16 
provides that the money shall be taken from 
that part of the common school fund set apart 
for the education of the colored race, and de- 
stroys the eauality of the benefit to all the 
negro children in the state as intended, and 
provided for by the framers of the coristitue 
tion. 
Some of the best lawyers in the state are of 
the opinion that the acts of the legislature es- 
tablishing normal schools in Alabama will alsa 
be declared unconstitutional. The coinromt 
school fund is made up of the sixteenth section 
fund and poll taxes. One installment of the 
appropriation for the support of the colored 
university, $2,500, has been paid and the rest 
refused. The buildings have not been erected, 
and never will be in Montgomery.

| “ Whe sober truth of the matter is, there are 4 
| great many remedies for acold. Some are 
-some are bad; some harmless; others 
sl Some pleasant; others nausuat- 
ing. Some people swear by hot treatment; 
others place their faith in cold water. Hot 
whisky punchis a favorite remedy with many 
experienced people, and one man—a member 
of the Philosophie society—does not hesitate 
to recommend onions. One man declares that 
he finds practicing the cornet highly effica- 
cious, while another professes to cure his cold 
by singing. There remedies are, however, in- 
finitely worse than the disease—especially to 
their neighbors. 

Several public men, noted for their piety, 
say they resort to the faith cure with unvary- 
ing success. The specifics proposed are as nu- 
merous as they are diverse. Most of these 
recipes have been found in individual cases 
and found satisfactory. Each person has a pet 
remedy of his own and ridicules that of his 
peighbor. 

Yesterday a reporter of Tur CONSTITUTION 
interrogated fifty or sixty persons as he en- 
countered them in bis walks.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


By Judge Newman, in the Case of 
Lane Mitchell vs. Henry Fink, Receiver. 
The case of Lane Mitchell vs. Henry Fink, 

receiver for the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railroad company, being a suit for 
personal injuries, was tried at the present 
term of the United States circuit courts, his 
honor, Judge W. T. Newman, presiding, and 
resulted in a verdict for the plaintiff for 
$1,100, Hoke & Burton Smith appearing for 
the plaintiff, and Bacon & Rutherford, and 
Mynatt & Carter for the defendant. The case 
involved the question of the liability of a re- 
ceiver for injuries to employe, through the 
negligence of a co-employe. Defendant 
moved for a new trial. The motion was ably 
argued orally before J — Newman by Hoke 
Smith for the plaintiff and Colonel P. L. 
Mynatt for the defendant, who each afterwards 
submitted elaborate written arguments to the 
court. Judge Newman has rendered an able, 
lengthy and well considered opinion, granting 
a new trial, and holding that a receiver is not 
liable to one employe for oe occasioned by 
the negligence of a co-employe, and that his 
liability is a common law liability only, except 
as modified by a statute of the state of Georgia 
relating to receivers. 

There were other important questions in the 
case, but this one was the most important, 
since it relieves the railroad company of lia- 
bility in several other similar cases pending in 
this court against Mr. Fink as receiver.

A Building Which is a Credit to 
the City. 


The New Trader’s Bank Building, Its Ap 
pointments and Equipments—Mr. 
Gould Talks About It. 


One of the finest and most magnificent build- 
ings in the south is mow under construction, 
and will soon be completed, on Decatur and 
Line streets, opposite the Kimball house.

THE PENNY AND THE RAILROA 


Something More About the Action of the 
Itailroad Commission. 


The announcement in yesterday’s Conatrrv- 
TION of the action of the railroad commission, 
in amending the rule governing the payment 
for tickets, ‘when the amount did not end in 5 
or 0,’ created considerabie talk in the city, and 
general Opinion seemed to be favorably in- 
clined to the penny, as_the circulating unit of 
money The railroad officials looked upon the 
matter indifferently, as they said it would not 
effect the busines. of the railroads in any ef 
or at least so little that a year’s sales would 

srobably show a difference of but a few dol- 
on. maybe in favor of the roads, or perhaps 
against them. 

A represettative of Tur Constitv- 
tron called on Majer Campbell Wallace, 
the chairman ofthe commission, and talked 
with him concerning the motive of the com- 
mission in inaugurating the movement to put 
the penny in circulation, and in reply to the 
question : 

‘What was the objection to the rule amend- 
ed by the recent circular?” he replied: 

‘The objection was the inequality in the 
fare paid by the passengers. To illustrate: 
The man buying a ticket, for which the road 

vas justly entitled to collect twenty-seven 
cents, got it for twenty-five cents; while the 
one buying aticket worth only twenty-eight 
cents had to pay thirty cents. Thus, you see, 
the man paying the thirty cents was making 
up to the road what it lost on the twenty-seven 
cent ticket sold the other man at twenty-five 
cents. There is scarcely a ticket on sale that 
does not involve the inequality as illustrated 
above. It did not materially affect the reve- 
nues of the railroads, one way or the other, but 
was unjust as between the passengers.’’ 

“What was the objectin adopting the rule 
in the first instance, or rather what necessity 
existed for making such a rule ?’’ 

‘*At that time, 1879, it was a necessity be" 
cause of the ab:e nee of the penny with which 
to make change, and it has been. continued 
until this time for the same reason. The de- 
mand now for the introduction of the penny 
for gencral use is urgent on the part of-the pub- 
lic, and the necessity for it is becoming more 
apparent as our population and railroad facili- 
ties increase. U nder the amended rule which 
will be effective and positive on the first day of 
May, the roads can collect precisely the sum 
they will be entitled to charge, and no passen- 
ger will be compelled to pay any portion of the 
fare due from another passenger.’ 

‘You think there will be no difficulty in the 
supply of pennies being readily obtained ?’’ 

‘‘None whatever,’ replied the major. “The 
United States mint will forward by express to 
any party sending their order, accompanied 
by a check, any agnount ‘in sums oi 
twenty dollars or multiples thercof, to 
any place in the state of Georgia, reached by 
the Southern Express company, absolutely 
free of expense for transmitting the same. So 
you see it will not cost the railroads, nor the 
merchants, nor manufacturers, nor any citi- 
zen, one copper to aid in the introduction of a 
convenience so much desired and demanded. 
You will observe the amended rale does not 
require the railroads to supply the p nn es to 
make the change in the sale of tickets but pos- 
itively restricts them to arate less than the 
sum the exact mileage would give them, if they 
do not make the requisite change. You will 
also notice that the amended rule does not 
effect the relations now existing between the 
roid and the passenger who gets on the train 
without first purchasing a ticket.”’
